To the Selectmen of the town of Newton, the following report of 
the Superintending School Committee is respectfully submitted: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Mr. John Currier, Prudential Committee. 

Miss. Alice Wilder of Newton, teacher. 

Miss Wilder has shown herself to be well adapted to fill the posi- 
tion of teacher in all respects. Her pupils have advanced rapidly 
under her instruction; both teacher and scholars seem to have been 
adapted to each other. The order has been excellent and the school 
exhibited signs of intellectual growth. i 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

KH. Hayford, Prudential Committee. 
Miss Nella Sanborn of Kingston, teacher. 
This school commenced the year with Miss Sanborn as teacher, a 
young woman of most excellent character and in every way fitted to 
impart instruction. Her pupils became warmly attached to her and 
showed marked progress. To the sincere regret of all interested, 
Miss S. left shortly before the close of the first term (when the Su-_ 
perintending School Committee was under the necessity of closing — 
the school on account of diphtheria), securing a better position. At — 
the commencement of the next term, Miss Emma L. Nelson of East 
Kingston, was engaged to take charge ofthe school. She has given 
excellent satisfaction and the pupils have done as well as under any” ;

DISTRICT NO. 3. 

George S. Durgin, Prudential Committee. 

Miss M. A. Gould of Newton, teacher. 

Miss Gould commenced her work under embarrassing circum- 
stances, some few in the town being prejudiced against her. She 
has done well; has had splendid order, and her pupils, in passing 
examination, displayed excellent progress. She has been unwearied 
in her efforts. and the kindness and patience exercised on her part 
was evident inthe clear understanding on the part of the pupils of 
the branches taught. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

J.S. Peaslee, Prudential Committee. 

Miss E. Kelly of Newton, teacher. 

_ This school has done as well under Miss Kelly’s careful training 
as heretofore ; recitations have been satisfactory in all particulars, 
the order has been as good as in any school in town, and Miss Kelly 
may well congratulate herself in having met with such brilliant suc- 
cess. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 

Charles A. Kimball, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Abbie Nelson of East Kingston, teacher. 

This school has suffered somewhat in having had a change of 
teachers. It commenced the school year with Miss Emma L. Nelson 
of Hast Kingston as teacher, who at the close of the first term was 
engaged to fill the place of Miss Sanborn in District No. 2. 
Her sister, Miss Abbie Nelson, became her successor This being 
her first attempt at teaching, too much cannot be said in her favor, 
and, as might well be expected, under the practical combination of 
such excellent abilities as displayed by her, this school shows very 
marked progress, and is in every way in as healthy a condition as 
any school in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
H. J. Walker, Prudential Committee. 
-Miss M. E. Boswell of Newton, teacher. 
This school has maintained its hitherto excellent reputation. In

My | 
successor, Dr. F. H. Morse, is abundantly qualified to manage this
